An  effort 
Is  made  not  to  buy  leaflets  which  deal  exclusively 
with  the  work  of  other  denominations  and  certain¬ 
ly  not  those  which  Set  forth  their  doctrinal  opln-  j 
lens.  Sight  must  pot  be  loRt  also  of  the  score  or  j 
more  leaflets  which  are  furnished  each  year  with  j 
the  special  weeks  of  prayer  programs.

A#  total  of 
2.466  ministerial  students  attended  Sotitri^rn  Bap 
tlst  schools  last  yearl,  while  2417  other  young  peo¬

It  also  pub 
llshes  a  monthly  educational  bulletin  that;  goes  to 
Baptist  teachers,  pastors  and  others  Interested  in 
Christian  Education  The  Education  Board  Is  the 
newest  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention  and 
the  report  this  year  Is  the  third  annual  report 
presented  to  that  body.  Dr.  Albert  R  Bopd  Is  the 
Educational  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  James  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  at!  educa¬ 
tional  survey  of  the  South  undertaken  by  Aur  Edu¬ 
cation  Board.  He  also  uiged  the  necessity!  of  mak¬ 
ing  Ridge  Crest  an  educational  and  Inspirational 
center  for  Baptists  second  to  none,  such  as  Mt. 
Eagle,  Junaluska.  Montreat  and  Blue  Ridge.  The 
Board  Is  developing  A  Teachers  Bureau  which  Is 
doing  good  service  a^id  will  do  more.  This  Is  the 
Interest  of  Baptist  sjrhools  and  Baptist  teachers. 
The  Board  wants  toj  enlarge  the  endowment  and 
equipment  of  our  school*,  but  they  can't  send  out 
money  they  don't  get  dn .  The  Board  also  wishes  to 


develop  *  student  loan  fund  to  help  worthy  young 
men  a|j<|  women.  Many  are  longing  for  a  little 
lift  ov^-  the  idlfTiculty  of  making  a  beginning.  We 
must  grease  the  number  of  Baptist  young  men 
and  v<||itig  women.

It 
might  ^jc'  said  that  this  due  not  to  lack!  of  fitness 
on  the  j, part  of  Baptists  but  to  the  superiority  In 
politic^ [to  some  other*.  The  Macedonia^  Phalanx 
overconi eS  the  Persian  masses.

The  report 
says  thjgt  nobody  can  understand  and  believe  In 
Evolution  and  at  the  same  time  understand  and 
believe; lb  the  Bible.  It  Is  our  purpose  |o  publish 
later  tljis' entire  report  In  the  Record.

He  who  reads  knows!  how  difficult  It 
Is  to  draft  a  human  document  of  fin¬ 
ally.  Too  often  has 
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used  to  be

ies  of  belief"  whose.  Signatories  were 
perfectly  sure  they  had  subscribed  to 
the  full  and  ultimate  truth. 

Evidently  we  need  Just  now  a  de¬ 
vout  scientist,  like  itrofessor  Francis 
Smith,  to  show  us  how  to  relate  and 
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to  claim.  Until  somje  one  arises  to 
perform  this  service,  {those  of  Us  who 
cannot  speak  with  authority  as  scien¬ 
tists.  may  steady  ourselves  in  certain 
well-founded  convictions. 

Well-Founded  Convictions. 

1.  A  rational  theory]  of  the  universe 
posits  God.  The  assumption  of  the 
atheistic  scientists  thet  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  matter  made  Itself,  that  nothing 
created  Something  Wut  of  nothing, 
theory  or  the  universe  supposes  the 
most  incredible  mlratjle.

That  first 
cause,  that  preceding  )ife,  is  God.

necessarily  have  been  given  by  reve¬ 
lation.  {The  acceptable  of  that  re¬ 
velation  Is  a  question  of  faith.  By 
faith  we  understand  (that  the  worlds 
have  been  framed  by  the  Word  of  God 
so  that  p-hat  Is  seel)  hath  not  been 
made  out  of  things  which  appear."
